The 
military  also  had  some  trouble  with 
guerrillas  when  it  ruled  before,  and  partly 
for  these  reasons  was  slow  to  end  the 
21 -month  rule  of  Peron’s  widow. 

The  coup  left  only  Venezuela  and 
Colombia  with  civilian  governments  in 
South  America’s  major  nations. 

The  new  Argentine  junta  said  it  will 
welcome  and  promote  foreign 
investment,  paralyzed  by  restrictive  laws 
for  the  past  three  years  under  the  Perons. 

The  hemisphere’s  first  woman  president 
was  arrested  and  flown  to  the  interioor 
just  after  midnight  and  within  hours  the 
military  dissolved  congress  and  took  over 
municipal  governments  and  main  labor 
movements. 

The  long-expected  coup  met  practically 
no  resistance. 

A  number  of  Mrs.  Peron’s  ministers  and 
aides  and  some  labor  leaders  were 
arrested,  according  to  official 
communiques  and  military  sources. 

Among  those  reported  arrested  was  her 
private  secretary,  Julio  Gonzalez. 


Reagan  attributes  win 
to  voters  'catching  on’ 


Ronald  Reagan,  relaxing  Wednesday  after  his 
victory  in  the  North  Carolina  primary,  says  he  won 
because  the  voters  are  finally  beginning  to  “catch 
on”  to  his  attacks  on  President  Ford. 

Ford  said  he  will  make  a  big  effort  in  Wisconsin, 
adding  that  he  expects  to  win  the  primary  there 
and  the  nomination  in  Kansas  City. 

Reagan,  who  won  his  first  primary  after  five 
defeats,  getting  52  per  cent  of  the  North  Carolina 
Republican  vote  to  Ford’s  46  per  cent,  cancelled 
most  of  his  appearances  for  the  next  week, 
temporarily  withdrawing  from  the  campaign  trail 
to  work  on  what  was  billed  as  a  major  television 
address. 

Hours  before  his  victory,  his  staff  announced 
that  Reagan  would  curtail  campaigning  in 
Wisconsin  in  order  to  concentrate  on  a  planned 
nationally  televised  speech.  No  topic  has  been 
announced. 

“It’s  never  good  to  come  in  second,”  Ford  told 
nearly  100  Republican  party  leaders  at  the  White 


House.  “There  have  been  some  Wednesday 
mornings  that  have  been  happier.” 

The  Democratic  victor,  Jimmy  Carter,  already 
was  campaigning  in  Wisconsin  for  the  state’s  April 
6  primary.  Carter  has  won  five  of  six  primaries, 
but  Tuesday’s  contest  marked  the  first  time  he  had 
received  more  than  50  per  cent  of  the  vote.  He 
easily  outdistanced  Alabama  Gov.  George  C. 
Wallace,. who  won  in  North  Carolina  in  1972,  and 
four  other  Democrats  who  didn’t  campaign  in  the 
state.  ! 

Later  this  week,  Carter  will  head  for 
delegate-rich  New  York  and  a  stiff  challenge  from 
Sen.  Henry  M.  Jackson  of  Washington  in  New 
York’s  primary,  also  April  6. 

In  New  York,  Jackson  said  of  the  North 
Carolina  contest,  “It’s  a  splintering  of  the 
Republican  party.  It’s  a  problem  Ford  has  to 
face.”  He  also  said  that  “Wallace,  for  all  practical 
purposes,  is  out  of  the  race.” 

Discussing  the  Wisconsin  contest,  Ford  said:  “It 


will  be  close,  but  we  expect  to  win.  We  expect  to 
go  to  Kansas  City  and  we  expect  to  be 
nominated.” 

Ford’s  loss  marked  the  first  time  an  incumbent 
president  had  dropped  a  primary  since  1968  when 
Sen.  Eugene  J.  McCarthy  defeated  Lyndon  B. 
Johnson  in  Wisconsin  two  days  after  Johnson 
announced  he  would  not  run  again. 

Commenting  of  the  North  Carolina  voting, 
White  House  Press  Secretary  Ron  Nessen  said, 
“The  President  lost.  We  have  no  excuse  and  no 
alibi.” 

Peter  Kaye,  a  Ford  campaign  spokesman,  said 
Reagan’s  cause  may  have  been  helped  by  talking  of 
getting  the  former  California  governor  out  of  the 
race.  “I  think  maybe  it  was  a  sympathy  vote,”  he 
said. 

Reagan  insists  he  has  a  substantial  lead  in 
Arizona,  Alaska,  Oklahoma,  Iowa,  South  Carolina 
and  Washington,  states  which  are  at  local  levels  of 
delegate  selection.

Not  all  those  interviewed  expressed 
relief  at  the  Peron  oust.  “It’s  not  a  good 
thing  to  do,”  said  Saul  Sosa,  a  senior  in 
manufacturing  technology  from  Buenos 
Aires.  “Now  the  people  are  going  to  be 
confused.  I  don’t  think  this  is  a  good 
thing  to  do  on  behalf  of  the  military.” 

Sosa  explained  that  elections  were 
upcoming  in  Argentina  this  year.  “Most 
people  looked  to  the  election  as  a 
solution.” 

Sauque  commented,  “This  is  not  a 
solution,  just  a  temporary  relief.  I  hope 
we  will  have  elections.  The  people  want 
elections.” 

“I  never  thought  that  the  military 
would  take  out  Mrs.  Peron,”  said  Luis 
Herrera,  a  freshman  in  chemistry  from 
Punta  Alta,  i“but  I  think  they  are 
planning  elections  before  the  year  is 
over.” 

Asked  if  most  Argentine  citizens  felt 
the  same  way,  Herrera  said,  “I  think  so,  I 
hope  so.  If  we  rely  on  the  military 
always,  we  never  will  learn  to  live  in  a 
democracy.” 

Some  feel  as  Miss  Caceres,  who  said  of 
the  new  military  junta  “I  think  right  now 
they  need  someone  like  that.  There  were 
a  lot  of  mouses  and  no  cat.  They  could 
do  anything  they  wanted.” 


Y  Execs 
to  discuss 
recycling 

A  recycling  system  that 
would  turn  used  Daily 
Universes  into  a  cash  profit 
will  be  discussed  in  today’s 
Executive  Council  meeting  at 
10  a.m.  in-388  ELWC. 

According  to  ASBYU  Pres. 
Bob  Henrie,  the  proposal  is  to 
place  several  bins  around 
campus  for  collecting  the 
used  papers.  The  papers 
would  be  taken  to  Salt  Lake 
City  and  sold  to  a  recycling 
firm,  Henrie  said. 

Since  the  project,  is  the  idea 
of  Organizations  Vico 
President,  John  Plqcher,  the 
bins  would  be  manned  by 
campus  clubs  who  would  split 
the  profit  as  administered  by 
the  Organizations  Office. 

In  other  business,  the 
Executive  Council  will 
determine  next  week’s 
housing  forum  format,  review 
a  proposal  to  fund  a 
student-produced  academic 
journal,  and  produce  a 
definition  of  the  duties  of  the 
ASBYU  liaison  to  the  Provo 
City  Commission. 


For  leeway  vote 


Signup  ends  Friday 


Friday  is  the  last  day  for 
Utah  residents  to  register  to 
vote  in  the  Provo  City  School 
leeway  election  being  held 
April  8. 

According  to  Sherron 
Porter,  clerk-treasurer  for  the 
Provo  Board  of  Education, 
the  voted  leeway,  if  passed, 
will  provide  additional  funds 
for  use  in  the  local  schools. 

Any  Provo  resident  of  30 
days  Or  more  who  will  be  18 
before  the  November  election 
can  register  in  room  108  of 
the  Utah  County  Courthouse. 
The  election  will  be  held  in 
all  of  the  elementary  schools 
in  Provo. 

“There’s  a  problem  in  the 
district  in  that  during  the  past 
eight  years  we’ve  had  a 
decreasing  accrued  balance,” 
said  Porter.  He  said  this 
budget  is  for  the  actual 
operation  of  the  schools  only 
and  pays  teachers’  salaries, 
school  supplies,  custodial 


fees,  heating  and  general 
upkeep. 

The  Provo  School  District 
is  also  faced  with  the  opening 
in  1977  of  a  new  high  school. 
The  estimated  operating  cost 
for  the  school  during  its  first 
year  is  $250,000,  said  Porter. 

There  is  now  a  deficit 
balance,  with  the  school 
board  finishing  the  last  fiscal 
year  $60,000  in  the  hole,  he 
said.  The  alternatives  are 
either  to  increase  revenues  or 
decrease  services. 


Porter  explained  minimum 
basic  funding  for  Utah 
schools.  An  allottment  of 
$621  is  made  per  student  per 
school  year.  A' portion  of  that 
is  raised  through  the  local  tax 
levy  and  the  state  pays  the 
balance  to  bring  the  amount 
to  $621. 

According  to  Vern  Brimley, 
director  of  public  relations, 
the  amount  raised  locally 
would  pay  the  operating  costs 
fpr  Provo  schools  for 
approximately  50  days. 


There  is  a  provision  in  the 
law  allowing  the  local  district 
to  offer  an  “enriched  school 
program.”  This  enriched 
program  can  mean  anything 
from  improved  programs  to 
better  equipment. 

“To  receive  these  funds, 
the  district  must  go  to  the 
people  for  approval  in  an 
election,”  said  Porter. 

In  the  case  of  the  April  8 
voted  leeway  election  the

Former  Democratic  U.S.  Senator  Ralph 
Harding  from  Idaho  will  be  the  keynote 
speaker  during  today’s  International  Week 
activities. 

“The  Arabs  -  Past,  Present,  and  Future,”  is 
the  subject  of  Harding’s  address  tonight  at 
7:30  in  321  ELWC. 

Today’s  activities  will  begin  with  a  “Take 
Ten”  International  Concert  at  10  a.m.  in 
ELWC  Ballroom. 

A  symposium  will  feature  Dr.  Thomas 
Lyon,  coordinator  of  Latin  American 
Studies,  and  Lynn  Tyler,  associate  director  of. 
Langauge  Research  Center.  They  will  address 
students  at  noon  in  321  ELWC. 

At  3  p.m.,  Venezuelan  writer  and  critic, 
Jose  Manuel  Castanon,  will  speak  on  “Pasion 
por  Vallejo”  in  Spanish,  in  2201  SFLC. 

Harding’s  address  will  conclude  today’s 
activities.  Harding  was  nominated  to  the  U.S. 
Senate  in  1966,  and  served  as  a  Democratic 
National  Committeeman  in  1970.  He  is 
presently  engaged  as  a  consultant  to  various 
business  and  industrial  associations. 

Wednesday’s  International  Week  activities 
were  highlighted  by  a  Canadian  forum  which 
featured  Dr.  Melvin  Tagg,  vice-president  of 
Medicine  Hat  College,  Canada. 

Dr.  Tagg,  a  Church  history  expert,  said  the 
great  expanison  of  western  Canada  was 
perpetuated  by  the  migration  of  early 
Mormon  settlers  who  fled  to  Canada  to 
escape  persecution  for  practicing  polygamy. 


Before  the  Mormons  moved  to  Utah,  he 
said,  church  leaders  had  considered  migrating 
to  Vancover  Island,  Canada.  “During  the 
times  of  persecution,  the  church  leaders 
thought  Canada  would  be  a  better  place  for 
justice.” 

During  the  Depression,  according  to  Dr. 
Tagg,  many  Mormons  migrated  to  southern 
Alberta  to  live.  “They  introduced  a  unique 
irrigation  system  to  the  Canadians  which  they 
are  still  using  today.”  he  added. 


A  symposium  was  also  held  Wednesday 
which  dealt  with  international  education  at 
BYU.  Dr.  Douglas  F.  Tobler,  coordinator  of 
European  Studies  at  BYU,  said  “BYU  has  the 
potential  of  becoming  the  greatest 
international  university  in  the  country.” 

Dr.  Tobler  explained  that  every  BYU 
student  ought  to  learn  another  culture  if  he  is 
to  fully  understand  his  own  culture. 

The  symposium’s  concluding  speaker,  Dr. 
Paul  Hyer,  professor  of  history  and  an  expert 


,  inAsian  Studies,  said  BYU  is  lagging  behind  in 
its  responsibility  to  get  involved 
in  international  education  and  affairs. 

“The  problem  lies  in  the  apathy  of  foreign 
students  at  BYU  who  aren’t 
‘internationalizing’  their  education,  Di. 
Hyer  explained. 

Dr.  Hyer  pointed  out  that  foreign  graduate 
students  are  getting  a  degree  but  not  an 
educational  or  cultural  understanding  of  their 
own  country.

“In  order  to 
make  the  pruning  uniform  all 
over  campus,  we’ve  changed 
our  system,”  he  said. 
“Before,  different  people  had 
different  areas  of 
responsibility.  Now  one 
full-time  man  with  one  crew 
is  responsible  for  all  the 
pruning,”  Jarvis  explained. 

The  Grounds  Department  is 
also  concerned  with  the 
maintenance  and  repairs  of 


parking  lots,  streets  and 
sidewalks.  “In  spring,  there  is 
particularly  a  lot  of 
break-up,”  Jarvis  said. 

“Our  crews  break  out  the 
defective  parts  and  prepare 
the  area.  The  material  is 
poured  by  the  carpenters,”  he 
added. 

Fertilizing  with  pelletized 
chemical  fertilizer  is  also  on 
the  spring  agenda.  The  pellets 
are  sprayed  over  the  lawn  and 
garden  areas,  he  said. 

Preparation  for  this  spring’s 
activities  actually  began  last 
year  while  the  campus  was 
still  covered  with  snow.  All 
the  equipment  used  during 
the  spring  and  summer  is 
overhauled  during  the  winter, 
Jarvis  said.

Defective 
cable  out 
of  system 

More  than  6,000  feet  of 
defective  high  voltage  cable 
-  have  been  removed  from  the 
underground  distribution 
system,  according  to  BYU’s 
electrical  maintainance 
supervisor. 

The  cable  was  tested  and 
found  defective,  said  Grant 
Clement,  electrical 
maintenance  supervisor.  The 
removal  isn’t  affecting  service 
at  all,  said  Clement.  There  are 
ample  cables  underground  to 
feed  the  power,  he  added. 

The  5,000-volt  cables  will 
not  be  replaced  for  two  or 
three  months,  he  said.  The 
cables  are  removed  by 
hooking  the  end  of  the  cable 
on  a  winch  andpulling  the 
cable  out.  The  cables  are 
housed  in  underground 
conduits,  he  added. 

The  cables  are  covered  with 
synthetic  rubber  insulation, 
he  said.  Some  of  the  defective 
cable  was  removed  last  week.

Four  poisoned 
by  rat  wafers 


DURANT,  Okla.  (AP)  -  The  children  were  playing  near 
their  apartment  complex  when  they  spied  the  cookies  inside 
the  pickup  truck.  Within  hours  of  eating  the  cookies,  several 
of  the  children  became  ill,  and  three  of  them  died  later. 

The  latest  death  came  Monday.  Four-year-old  John  Whaley 
died  despite  the  use  of  an  experimental-  procedure  that 
doctors  had  hoped  would  work  against  a  rat  poison  that  has 
no  known  antidote.  Two  other  children,  including  John’s 
younger  brother,  Joseph  2,  had  died  Sunday  -  the  first  day 
of  National  Poison  Prevention  Week. 

Tracy  Lynn  Beshirs,  3,  was  the  third  victim.  Eight  other 
children  were  treated  and  released  from  the  local  hospital, 
but  two  remained  hospitalized  Monday. 

'  Authorities  said  as  many  as  15  children,  residents  of  a 
low-income  apartment  complex,  may  have  had  access  to  the 
wafers,  which  apparently  had  been  left  on  the  front  seat  of  a 
pickup  truck  by  the  exterminator. 

“I  haven’t  the  slightest  idea  why  he,  the  exterminator, 
didn’t  notify  the  authorities  that  it  -  the  poisoned  wafers  - 
was  gone  when  he  got  back  to  his  pickup  in  the  middle  of  the 
afternoon  Saturday,”  Dist.  Atty.  Jack  McGahey  said. 

He  called  the  incident  “stupid  negligence”  and  added,  “I 
think  it  was  a  stupid  error  and  there  definitely  should  be 
criminal  negligence  there.” 

The  exterminator,  J.D.  Jones,  27,  described  as  in  a  state  of 
shock,  was  taken  into  custody  Monday  and  was  being 
questioned.  McGahey  said  a  piece  of  a  wafer  was  sent  to 
Oklahoma  City  for  analysis.

Cache  County  balks 
at  taxing  church  land 


LOGAN,  Utah  (AP)  -  Cache 
County  wants  to  know  why  it  was 
ordered  to  start  taxing  20  formerly 
tax-exempt  properties,  most  of  them 
church-owned. 

The  new  classifications  come  under 
statewide  revaluation  action.  The 
properties  put  on  the  tax  rolls  were 
,  investigated  during  last  year’s 
revaluation  and  were  found  to  mo 
longer  meet  state  tax-emept  criteria, 
authorities  said. 

Cache  County  Assessor  Lynn  Balls 
read  a  letter  from  the  State  Tax 
Commission  Tuesday  which  told  him 
the  property  no  longer  qualified  as 
tax-exempt. 


Included  were  1 1  parcels  owned  by 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  plus  land  belonging 
to  the  Methodist,  Episcopal  and 
Assembly  of  God  churches.  Balls  said 
no  church  buildings  were  included  in 
the  land  to  be  taxed. 

Balls  said  some  Elks  Lodge  and 
American  Legion  property  also  will  be 
put  on  the  list  to  be  assessed  property 
taxes  by  April  15. 

Balls  said  land  used  for  religious  or 
charitable  purposes  has  not  been  taxed 
in  the  past.  He  said  the  Tax 
Commission  should  say  what  criteria 
they  used  to  remove  these  properties 
from  exemption.

Despite  this  he  took  on  just  such  a 
challenge  and  wrote  “Sing,  America,  Sing,”  a 
Bicentennial  musical  produced  for  television 
by  the  S.C.  ETV  Network,  which  will  air 
rriday  at  9  p.m.  on  Channel  1 1. 

The  hour  television  special  will  feature 
highlights  from  the  stage  production  and  the 
opening  night  receptipn  on  the  River  Front 
Terrace  of  the  John  F.  Kennedy  Center  in 
Washington,  D.C. 


John  Riatt,  who  starred  in  such  Broadway 
classics,  as  “Carousel”  and  “The  Pajama 
Game,”  plays  Eyewitness,  a  sometimes 
bewildered  but  optimistic  guide  through  200 
years  of  American  triumph  and  tragedy. 
Joining  him  in  songs  of  hope  and 
helplessness,  success  and  scandal,  is  “Sing, 
America,  Sing’s”  author,  producer  and 
director,  Oscar  Brand.  Jean  Richie,  Gil 
Robbins  and  Glory  Van  Scott  are  in  featured 
roles  with  the  cast  and  chorus  singing  and 
dancing  to  the  music  of  memorable  eras  and 
events— from  “Amazing  Grace”  to  the  “Aee 


of  Aquarius”  and  from  the  Virginia  Reel  to 
Rock-and-Roll.  Supplementing  the  score  of 
familiar  folk  ballads  and  popular  tunes  are 
up-beat  new  songs  describing  the  state  we  are, 
or  were  in,  written  by  Brand.

South  and  the  lonely  melodies  of  the  cowboy 
on  the  prairie.

(AP)  -  George  “Moe”  Radovich,  fired 
last  week  as  head  basketball  coach  at  the  University  of 
Wyoming,  says  he  is  weighing  several  job  offers,  hut  none  of 
them  in  coaching. 

Radovich  said  he  probably  would  return  to  California, 
where  he  coached  in  the  junior  college  ranks  and  for  one  year 
at  California  State-Fullerton,  before  being  named  head  coach 
at  Wyoming  in  1973. 

“I  have  had  quite  a  few  offers  from  many  different  people 
in  many  different  places,”  he  said.  “I’ll  probably  end  up 
going  into  business  in  some  form  or  another.” 

A  former  star  guard  at  Wyoming  in  the  1950s,  Radovich 
was  dumped  by  the  university’s  board  of  trustees  last  Friday 
upon  the  recommendation  of  athletic  director  George 
McCarty. 

In  his  three  seasons  here,  the  Cowboys  were  24-55  and 
ended  up  in  the  cellar  of  the  Western  Athletic  Conference  all 
three  years. 

Radovich  criticized  the  board’s  decision  and  said  he  felt  he 
wasn’t  given  a  fair  chance  to  get  the  program  back  on  the

winning  track.  Wyoming  hasn’t  had  a  winning  record  since 
the  1969-70  season. 

“I’m  really  not  all  that  mad  at  George  McCarty,”  Radovich 
said.  “I  think  he  was  pressured  into  doing  what  he  had  to  do. 
There  are  a  couple  of  board  members  and  Cowboy  Joe  Club 
members  who  have  too  much  influence.  This  time  I  think 
they  overstepped  their  bounds.” 

The  board  offered  Radovich  a  public  relations  job  to 
promote  a  proposed  all-events  center  at  the  university,  but  he 
turned  it  down. 

Radovich  said  the  board  offerd  him  a  one-year  extension 
of  his  coaching  contract.  “We  discussed  a  contract,  but  they 
never  did  offer  me  one.  If  they  would  have  offered  one,  I 
sure  would  have  talked  it  over  with  them.” 

Radovich  said  coaching  is  a  tough  business  and  coaches  get 
hired  and  fired  quite  frequently.  “I’ve  seen  it  happen  before 
and  it  will  undoubtedly  happen  again,”  he  said.  “The  thing  I 
was  most  unhappy  about  was  the  way  it  was  handled.  It  leaves 
you  kind  of  sour  and  disappointed.”
